at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Aug 1.—After a bitter and 


prolonged flght waged in the courts, ana 
on the stock exchanges of the country, 
Armour, £|Kift and Mbrrip, the three 
rreatest paesers in the world, have con- 
sented to keep their plants in the Union 
Stock yards for a period of fifteen years. 
They have abandoned 
their immense 


property at Tolleston, Ind., which at one 
Jme some people thought would be con- 
verted_ into an independent stock yards. 
tt is now a p'Wt of the assets of the Union 
Stock Yards company, which will hold it 
n anticipation of final removal from the 
overcrowded lot down in the town of 
Lake. 


The Big Packers All Satisfied. 


All differences between the packers and 


the company have been satisfactorily set- 
tled through mutual concessions, and it 
matters little now whether the packers 
are in on the ground floor or on the roof of 
the great enterprise, which Englishmen 
snapped up so eagerly, even after its cap- 
italization and obligations had been move 
than quadrupled. According to cable ad- 
vices which have been pouring into the 
offices of the concerns interested for two 
days, Messrs. Armour and Swift, who are 
in London, are seemingly satisfied with 
the deal as they have arranged it. This 
means that Nelson Morris and Libby, 
McN'eill & Libby, who were associated 
with Armour and Swift in the figh't. are 
also satisfied. 


Armour Geta Liberal Terms. 


The exact terms of the settlement are 


not known in Chicago as yet, because 
none of the cable messages has set them 
out in detail, but enough is known to as- 
sure Chicago packers that Mr. Armour 
obtained very liberal terms from the stock 
yards company. The latter is capitalized 
for $13,000,000, one-half of which is rated 
as common j-id the other half as preferred 
stock. Besides this, it has outstanding 
bonds amounting to $10,000,003, which 
makes a total of $33,000,000 on which divi- 
dends and interest mnst be paid. 


From the X«akes to Liverpool. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 1.—A company with 


a capital of $2,500,009 has been organized 
in England to operate a line of steamers 
direct from Toledo and other Lake Erie 
ports to Liverpool. A branch line is to 
run between New Orleans and Liverpool 
to engage in the cotton carrying trade. 
The Toledo flour mills have arranged to

Care 
was required to keep the skin from draw- 
ng, or wrinkling. The doctors" were suc- 
cessful, however, and now the child has a 
cheek as white and almost as smooth as If 
t had not been bora with a birthmark.
